The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

Legidative Bill 1021 would allow an additional option under the enrollment option program if
the new option would allow the student to either continue current enrollment in a school district
or enroll in aschool district in which the student was previously enrolled as aresident student.
Students are generally only allowed to option once under the enrollment option program. The
current exceptions are for students who relocate to a different resident school district, studentsin
an option school district that merges with another district, and students in an option school
district that isa Class | district.
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
